Developer discusses Metro World Centre

The sometimes elusive Met- 
ro World Centre development 
proposed for Romulus seemed 
more tangible Monday as coun- 
cilmembers met with project 
developer Liyod Eccelstone, 

This was the first meeting be- 
tween councilmembers and the 
developer. 

For five years, the Metro 
World Centre proposal has 
been in the planning stages. 
Covering 7.6 million square 
feet, the development would be 
bounded by 1-94, Ecorse, Henry 
Ruff, Vining and Wick roads. 

The center is expected to in- 
clude several luxury hotels and 
conference centers, office and 
research facilities, a shopping 
area and a college facility. 

The cost of the buildings 
alone is estimated at $5.5 mil- 
lion. 

Public improvements neces- 


sary for such a project would 
be undertaken through the Tax 
Increment Finance Authority 
(TIFA). Road improvements 
necessary for the center $1.6 
million. 

Progress of the development 
has been delayed in recent 
years as city officials attemp- 
ted to obtain approval from the 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation for an 1-94 in- 
terchange at Vining for the de- 
velopment site. In addition, 
approval for an overpass is 
needed. MDOT would finance 
the overpass construction, 
which is estimated at $6.6 mil- 
lion. City officials were recent- 
ly assured the state will offer 
support for the project. 

Despite the delays, Ecceb 
stone told councilmembers he 
has confidence in the project. 

“I look at this as a big chal- 
lenge. I think this area has a 
great potential,” he said. 

Although he has resided in 


Florida for the past 25 years, 
Eccelstone said he still consid- 
ers Michigan his home. The de- 
veloper grew up on the east 
side of Detroit and earned a 
bachelor's degree in business 
administration from Wayne 
State University in 1959. 

After a brief stint in the U.S. 
Air Force, Eccelstone helped 
develop several projects in De- 
troit, including housing for re- 
tired teachers and one of the 
first condominium complexes 
in the area. 

“Detroit has a lot to do with 
my thinking,” he said. 

Eccelstone’s Florida de- 
velopments have been success- 
ful as well. 

“My companies are consi- 
dered one of the biggest de- 
velopers in Palm Beach Coun- 
ty,” Eccelstone said. 

Now, he has equally lofty 
goals for the Metro World Cen- 
tre. Eccelstone wants it to be 


"a major statement for the 
state of Michigan, Wayne 
County and Romulus.” 

4 it all seems on track,” he 
told councilmembers. 

The center, Eccelstone said, 
would probably take 15 to 20 
years to finish.

Teen is arrested 
for school blaze

A ninth-grade student at 
Romulus Senior High School 
was arrested Tuesday and 
charged with starting a fire in 
the school Tuesday morning, 
police officials said. 

The motive was apparently 
retaliation for disciplinary ac- 
tion taken against the 14-year- 
old. police said. The youth's 
name was not released because 
of his age. 

He has been charged with 
arson and breaking and enter- 
ing by Wayne County juvenile 
authorities. He was remanded 
to the custody of the juvenile 
court. 

The fire, which appa rently be- 
gan before 5:30 a. m., damaged 
one classroom and the assistant 
principal's office. Classes were 
cancelled Tuesday and 
yesterday. 

Fire alarms in the building 
were triggered at 5:30 a. m,, fire 
officials said. Firefighters and 
police officials arrived at the 
scene promptly, according to 


Joel Carr, assistant superinten- 
dent for finance and operations . 

The suspect, investigators be- 
lieve, broke in to a southern en- 
trance of the school building. 
The suspect then entered the 
school detention room, accord- 
ing to reports, 

A flammable liquid, possibly 
kerosene, was used to ignite the 
fire, officials said. 

Additional flammable liquid, 
firefighters believe, was used to 
set fire to carpeting in the assis- 
tant principal's office, which is 
located on the other side of the 
school building from the deten- 
tion room. 

Firefighters were able to ex- 
tinguish the flames in the deten- 
tion room quickly, Carr said. 
The fire in the assistant princip- 
al's office was extinguished on 
its own. 

The assistant principal is re- 
sponsible for the disciplining of 
students. 

Questioning of various stu- 
dents and faculty led investiga- 
tors to the 14-year-old student. 


School board backs 
teen-health ciinic

The controversial school- 
based teen health center prop- 
osal received unanimous sup- 
port from members of the 
Romulus board of education 
Monday. 

Board members agreed to 
apply for a $100,000 grant for 
the facility from the Michigan 
Department of Public Health. 

Before the mid-June dead- 
line for the grant application, 
board members will vote at 
least two more times on the 
proposed health center. They 
must approve a list of specific 
services to be provided at the 
facility with a parental consent 
form. A legal agreement be- 
tween the district and clinic 
sponsor, Heritage Hospital, 
will also go before the board for 
approval. 

The sponsor will provide 
assistance with the adminis- 
tration of the medical facility. 
The school board, with com- 
munity input, will be responsi- 
ble for clinic policy. 

The board decision comes af- 
ter two years of research by 


members of the Romulus 
Adolescent Health Advisory 
Committee (RAHAC). The 
committee was responsible for 
identifying the health needs of 
area teens and recommending 
the best method for meeting 
those needs. 

Committee members pre- 
sented a recommendation for 
the clinic earlier this month, 
and a public hearing was 
staged last week on the matter. 

The possibility of a teen 
health center has sparked con- 
troversy among a group of pa- 
rents who claim the facility 
would undermine parental au- 
thority. The clinic, they 
claimed, would ultimately be- 
come a source of birth-control 
devices and abortion referrals. 

Members of RAHAC main- 
tain a school-based facility 
would serve basic medical and 
counseling needs of teens. Pro- 
viding birth-control services on 
school property would violate 
state law and cost the district 
five percent of state funding.

Teacher uses balloons 
to illustrate protest

Forty balloons helped illus- 
trate a crowded classroom set- 
ting to parents April 19 at 
Romulus Junior High School. 

During parent/teacher con- 
ferences, math instructor Gary 
Banas arranged 40 desks in his 
classroom and taped a balloon 
to each chair. The display, he 
said, represented what clas- 
srooms will look like next 
school year as a result of recent 
teacher layoffs in the district. 

District officials attribute 
the 97 layoffs to declining en- 
rollment and inadequate state 
funding. Some of the teachers 
are expected to be called back 
before the 1989-90 school year 
begins. 

Thirteen of tt^e teachers re- 
ceiving layoff notices are from 
the junior high school. Unless 
some of the them are called 


back by fall, the school will be 
left without a math or English 
department, according to 
teacher Gayle Freely. 

Banas’ concern, however, is 
crowded classrooms which will 
result from a smaller teaching 
staff, 

“I can't help but be con- 
cerned as a teacher,” he said. 
”It does make things tight.” 

Currently, Banas leaches 
classes ranging in size from 32 
to 35 students. District officials 
predict class sizes will be 35 to 
40 students next year, accord- 
ing to Banas. 

Most of the parents he spoke 
with during conferences ques- 
tioned him about the balloon 
display. 

Banas, who has been 
teaching at the junior high 
school for nine years, did not 
receive a layoff notice.

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Airport taxi 
contract OK’d 

A temporary taxicab con- 
tract with 124 individual drivers 
servicing Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport, in Romulus, has been 
extended 90 days, from March 
31 to June 30. 

County officials claim the ex^ 
tension is required because the 
county is in litigation with the 
former contractor, the Metro 
Airport Taxicab Association, 
and the admission deadline for 
new service proposals has been 
extended to April 28. 

County recreation 
plan is approved 

After nearly two years of pre- 
paration, the Wayne County Re- 
creation Master Plan was 
approved by county commis- 
sioners April 20. 

The plan was prepared by the 
parks division of the depart- 
ment of public services, along 
with consulting firms Johnson, 
Johnson & Roy, Inc. and Vih- 
can- Leman & Associates, Inc. 

The approved recreation plan 
is required by the state for the 
county to be eligible for state or 
federal grants. 

Police residency 
rules are favored 

A package of state Senate 
bills, which would eliminate 
non-residency requirements for 
police officers, received an offi- 
cial vote of opposition from the 
Conference of Western Wayne. 

Members of the 17-member 
CWW said the abolishment of 
residency requirements would 
interfere with ‘’home rule and 
local bargaining." 

The CWW unanimously 
approved a resolution opposing 
Senate Bills 79 thorugh 85. 

The bills, if passed, would 
amend several acts to prohibit a 
city, village or township from 
requiring that a police officer 
employed by the municipality 
or an applicant for employment 
as a police officer reside within 
the corporate limits of the muni- 
cipality. 

Public-safety 
seminar is set 

John Santomauro, Canton 
Township director of public 
safety, will serve as a modera- 
tor at a May 12 public-safety 
seminar, sponsored by the 
Michigan Association of Police 
Chiefs.

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Supersewer: Funding completed, work to begin

The project that many area 
residents thought would never 
begin is now under way. 

Local officials are now busily 
arranging funding for phases 
one and two of the North Huron 
Valley/Rouge Valley System - 
better known as the Supersew- 
er project. 

The project is designed to im- 
prove local sewer systems and 
will eventually alleviate com- 
bined-sewer overflow prob- 
lems throughout the Rouge 
River basin area, according to 
designers. 

“This year, we were to make 
arrangements for financing/ 1 
said Westland Mayor Charles 
T. Griffin and executive direc- 
tor of the Conference of West- 
ern Wayne, a 17-member area 
planning group. 

Added development in west- 
ern Wayne County and adja- 
cent areas has pushed the ex- 
isting sewer system to capacity 
limits. The current system is 
designed to transfer both sew- 

Solid-waste 
plan changes 
to be issued 

Revisions to the Wayne 
County Solid Waste Plan are 
expected to be released soon in 
order to give communities an 
opportunity to study the prop- 
osed changes prior to the May 
22 public hearing. 

Following the final hearing, 
acceptance by 29 of the 43 com- 
munities in Wayne County will 
be required to accept the plan. 

Although there has been spe- 
culation on the revisions, many 
local officials are unsure of 
what the revised plan will con- 
tain. Uncertainty as to the revi- 
sions, however, has placed 
many community decisions on 
solid waste issues “on hold" un- 
til the final county plan is re- 
vealed. 

Rob van Ravenswaay pre- 
sented an update on the plan to 
members of the Conference of 
Western Wayne at the April 
meeting, 

“Revisions have been made 
in the areas of siting new land- 
fills, how recycling and com- 
posting will be implemented, 
how landfills will be operated 
and whether landfills can im- 
port wastes from outside the 
county and state/’ van Ravens- 
waay said. 

The make-up of the Solid 
Waste Implementation Com- 
mittee, which has been criti- 
cized as being dominated by 
landfill operators t also is ex- 
pected to have some changes in 
its final presentation to the 43 
communtities. The CWW has 
lobbied for the creation of a 
landfill site selection committee 
which is separate from the im- 
plementation committee. 

Area officials are concerned 
about what steps will be avail- 
able to communities, which are 
sited for future landfills or 
landfill expansions, but are 
opposed to the sitings, he said. 
Mitigation plans are uncertain 
at this point, van Ravenswaay 
said. 
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age and excess rainwater from 
suburban communities to the 
city of Detroit, where the water 
is treated. 

However, because the sys- 
tem is at capacity, excess 
rainwater is often forced out of 
the system through overflow 
outlets. One outlet for the pol- 
luted water is the Rouge River. 

The new Supersewer in- 
cludes construction of new 
main trunk lines to the Detroit 
water- treatment plant, Plans 
also feature a separation of 
sewage and rainwater lines in 
older communities which still 
use combined (sewage and 
rainwater) sewer systems. 

These features will allow 
greater capacity in the main 
sewer lines, white also prevent- 
ing com munity rainwater from 
ever entering sewage pipe- 
lines, designers have said. 

Local communities were 
asked to finance the Supersew- 
er project through an 
area wide, county-coordinated 
bond sale. Officials from some 


communities chose to partici- 
pate, while others chose to sell 
bonds on their own to pay for 
the plan. 

Financing arrangements 
and construction plans for the 
new sewer system have been 
completed, Griffin said. Local 
officials are now awaiting the 
construction startup. 

Phase one of the project - set 
to begin in 1990 - includes im- 
provements to sewer-line con- 
nections. Two additional 
phases will follow. 

The final phase of the plan - 
targeted for 1994 - includes 
areawide conformance with 
the Rouge River remedial ac- 
tion plan. The plan outlines 
steps needed to clean up the 
polluted local waterway. 

Included in the RAP is a re- 
quirement that all communi- 
ties have in place separate sew- 
er and rainwater lines. 

That phase of the Supersew- 
er project wilt be the most cost- 
ly and the most controversial, 
Griffin said. 


Sewer funding by community 


Residents in each of the 13 communities participating m the 
Supersewer project have been asked to finance a portion of the 
$56 million Supersewer project, based on sewage use and com- 
munity size. 

Bonds for the needed funds could have been issued via a 
eountywide bond sale or a sale autonomous to each particular 
community. The bonds will be repaid during future years. 

What follows is a breakdown of the estimated total local pro- 
ject costs to each participating community, listed in order of 
greatest amount to least.

School officials eye new plan to curb dropout rate

A master plan to prevent 
high school students from drop- 
ping out of school is nearly 
complete. 

The bulk of the plan is the re- 
sult of two symposiums involv- 
ing student leaders and repre- 
sentatives of business and in- 
dustry. Information collected 
at the meetings is being com- 
piled and put into report form 
as a guide for school adminis- 
trators, 

A completed master plan will 
be submitted to members of the 
Romulus Board of Education 
within two or three weeks, 
according to school officials. If 
approved, the plan would go 


into effect during the 1989*90 
school year. 

Goals established as part of 
the plan have been placed in six 
groups, according to Ed Clark, 
director of Partnerships for 
Education. Along with each 
goal is a description noting who 
would be responsible for work- 
ing on that particular phase, a 
timeline for implementation 
and a scheduled date for eva- 
luation of the program. 

Substance abuse is one topic 
tackled under the master plan. 
Goals listed under this topic in- 
clude educating students, com- 
municating with parents and 
student involvement. Student 
support groups and leadership 
groups have been suggested as 
a means for achieving the goal. 


Council reviews 
1 989-90 budget

Money from a funds balance 
account will be used to cover 
expenditures in the 1989-90 
Romulus city budget. Despite 
the shortfall, city officials 
appeared satisfied with the 
budget package presented to 
them. I 

Revenue for the fiscal year is 
estimated at $8,920,820. That 
will be supplemented with 
$1,505,092 from the funds ba- 
lance account in order to cover 
expenditures totalling 
$10,153,218. A deficit of $272,694 
remains. 

Several budget shifts are in- 
dicated in the budget. An 
emphasis has been placed on 
public safety, health inspec- 
tions and the department of 
public works. Slight decreases 


will be seen in funding for 
general government. 

The total millage levy for the 
city will remain unchanged - 
10.8539 mills. “We still have 
one of the lowest city millages 
in the state/ 1 Mayor Beverly 
McAtiatyy said. 

No layoffs or employee cut- 
backs jare recommended as 
part of the budget. 

One positive change is the 
additional revenue generated 
from a new parking fee at De- 
troit Metropolitan Airport. The 
funds will be shared with the 
state, according to city finance 
directors. 

Further discussion of the 
budget centered on specific de- 
partments such as the asses- 
sor's office, community de- 
velopment, public works, 
building, recreation and 
financing. 


The issue of self-esteem 
would be handled through a 
buddy system, Clark said. Stu- 
dents would team up to offer 
support and friendship. 

Attendance is another issue 
addressed in the study. Sugges- 
tions for curbing truancy in- 
clude leadership classes, stu- 
dent/teacher meetings, incen- 
tives for attending class, a pa- 
rent hotline, child care and a 
district w i d e attendance 
program 

Through the master plan, 
leaders hope to involve parents 
and representatives of the 
community in the fight to keep 
students in school. Various 
campaigns are being consi- 
dered to promote school 
attendance. 


Improved peer relationships 
will be accomplished, accord- 
ing to the plan, through support 
groups, 

“We have some real nice sug- 
gestions here/' Clark said. 

The plan will also include a 
list of ways in which the busi- 
ness community can help stu- 
dents at risk, those most likely 
to drop out. Business repre- 
sentatives have outlined seven 
specific projects. 

• Each at risk student would 
be assessed for vocational 
skills and interests, 

• Employability skills would 
be developed, including com- 
munication, work ethics, and 
interpersonal abilities, 
through visits to work sites. 

• Incentives would be offered 


for good attendance and im- 
proved grades. 

“We’re concerned with stu- 
dents starting out at the low 
end of the grade point average 
and showing improvement/ 1 
Clark said. 

• Encouragement to explore 
career opportunities available, 

• Businesses may “adopt 11 
high-risk students, concentrat- 
ing on them individually. 

• Job opportunities would be 
made available. 

• Businesses would support a 
publicity campaign. 

“What’s exciting is the whole 
community coming together on 
this/ 1 Clark said. 

“They (students) will have 
the input. We, as adults, are 
just providing resources for the 
students/ 1 Clark said.

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Private jails opposed 
by statewide sheriffs

: Proposed legislation which 
rwoiihi allow for the privatiza- 
tion of Michigan jails drew 
.Wayne County Sheriff Robert 
Ficano and other local law- 
enforcement officials to Lans- 
ing April 18 in protest. 
Representatives from the 
Michigan Sheriffs' Association 
testified before legislators and 
warned of constitutional prob- 
lems and public danger if 
Michigan jails are taken out of 
the control of the state. 

State Sen, Robert Geake (R- 
Northville) is the key sponsor of 
the legislation, which would 
allow counties to contract pri- 
vate groups to run their jails, 
Ficano, who testified along 
with MSA deputy director Dale 
E. Davis, said he doubts those 
in the private sector could be 
held as accountable as elected 
officials in the public sector, 
“Wliat happens if there's a 
strike?" Ficano said, “What 
happens if there's bank- 
ruptcy?" 

Most security personnel in 
such a system, Ficiino said, 
would be far less qualified than 
sheriffs deputies, 

“You get what you pay for/' 
Ficano said, “Most of the jails 
(where such systems exist) are 
run with mini muni- wage, pri- 
vate-security people. " 

But a spokesman from 
Geake’s office said security in 
such a jail would not be low- 
quality. 

“That's just simply false," 
said the spokesman, who de- 
clined to be named. “The bill 
states specifically that the pri- 
vate incarceration officer must 
meet the minimum standard, 
the same that the sheriffs are 
meeting/' 

Of the eight or nine private 
incarceration companies oper- 
ating in this country, the 
spokesman said, most require 
additional training beyond the 
minimum. 

He also said the bill would not 
require any county to privatize 
its jails, and that if bidding 
were opened for jail construc- 
tion. the sheriff’s department 
would be allowed to enter the 
bidding. 

Members of MSA, announc- 
ing opposition to the bill last 
week, said it is not opposed to 
private involvement with the 
jails, but does not support re- 
placing sheriffs 1 control. 

“Sheriffs are the first to 
admit that, due to overcrowded 
jails, they sometimes need 
help." Midland County Sheriff 
James McNutt said. “The 
problems do not lie in the jail’s 
operation, but in where to put 
the growing numbers of in- 
mates/' 

John Santomaura, public 
safety director for Canton 
Township, said he, too, would 
favor limited cooperation with 
the private sector, although he 
has reservations about com- 
plete privitization. 

A privately owned building 
for jail use with law enforce- 
ment officials leasing and run- 
ning the facility would be 
appropriate, according to San- 
tomauro, 

“I have some real concerns 
with privitization/' Santo- 
maura said. “I have some real 
concerns that come to mind 
with accountability of people in 
the private sector and coordi- 
nating the efforts with people in 
the public sector." 

Privatization of jails will 
neither save money nor im- 
prove jail operations, accord- 
ing to Wayne County Commis- 
sioner Milt Mack. 

“I’m not sure this would be a 
good idea for Wayne County," 
Mack said. 

1990 census is 
topic of meeting 

Concerns about potential 
census undercounting will be 
one of the topics to be discussed 
by the director of the Detroit 
Regional Office of the U,S, Cen- 
sus Bureau at the May 12 meet- 
ing of the Conference of West- 
ern Wayne. 

Issues concerning the mem- 
bers of the 17-community con- 
ference, said interim director 
Marcie Bianeoni, are public 
participation in the census, the 
possibility of undercounting and 
the effectiveness of the local re- 
view program. The regional 
census director will address 
these issues and other concerns 
raised by the CWW, she said. 

Bianeoni emphasized the im- 
portance of an accurate count 
in the census which “will have 
a great impact on the future of 
the local communities." 


But 3Slh District Judge 
James Garber said a group of 
Wayne County judges recently 
endorsed the concept of private 
jails, and that while he would 
not favor it at the state level, as 
some states have done, lie may 
favor some form of privitiza- 
t ion. 

“It has been moderately suc- 
cessful and, depending who you 
talk to, wildly successful in 
other states/' Garber said. 

Anything which eases the 
burden of overcrowding and 
which keeps criminals in jail, 
Garber said, would be welcome 
relief. 

“All you're doing by putting 
somebody in there is moving 
somebody out the other end of 
that system/* Garber said.

the laws are a good idea. The 
laws banned smoking in child- 
care centers Jan. 1, except in 
private, enclosed offices out of 


sight of children. A similar 
policy was already in effect at 
the center, Nieman said,

Private jails are 
among answers 

Public-safety officials who last week assembled on the steps 
of the state Capitol to protest pending legislation that would 
legalize privatized jails in Michigan need to listen to their own 
complaints. 

They and their colleagues are the ones who have protested 
the loudest about the critical need for answers to the prison- 
overcrowding problem in the area. They are the ones who now 
need to at least listen toone possible answer to the problem and 
give the idea a chance to succeed. 

State Sen. R. Robert Geake (R-Northville) has re-introduced 
a series of bills in the state Senate that - if passed - would 
permit a city or county to privatize the construction and opera- 
tion of jails. 

The current bills apply only to jails for misdemeanants and 
could not replace jails already in operation. In addition, opera- 
tion of all jails - public or private - would continue to be control- 
led and regulated by the state Department of Corrections. 

Despite the safeguards built in to Geake's proposals, mem- 
bers of the Wayne County Sheriff's Department and other 
statewide sheriffs protested the bills in Lansing April 19. They 
doubt whether the private sector "could be held as accountable 
as elected officials in the public sector." 

Among those most vocal against private jails in Michigan is 
Wayne County Sheriff Robert Ficano. He has said that most 
security personnel in private jails would be far less qualified 
than sheriff’s deputies. 

It appears that Ficano has failed to research the bills, the 
safeguards proposed and other private correctional facilities 
located throughout the country. In addition, such a statement of 
qualification between sheriff’s deputies and private-sector 
workers is a generalization that Ficano may later learn to 
regret. 

Nevertheless, opponents of the private-jail package do have 
legitimate concerns. They are worried about possible labor 
strikes, security and the training of personnel. 

Their questions are valid But Mr. Geake has also already 
provided the answers. 

Privatized jails do work - in Tennessee, Florida, New Mex- 
ico, Pennsylvania and Texas, where both minimum- and max- 
imum-security private jails are already in operation 

They also offer one other huge advantage - a partial answer 
to the jail-overcrowding problem in Wayne County. 

Since October 1986. most misdemeanor offenders have been 
refused at the county jail facilities because of a lack of space. 
Alternative sentences are becoming the watchwords in many 
of our local courtrooms. 

The constant early release of prisoners and improper sent- 
ences imposed are crimes in themselves in our 1980s society. 

On the other hand, privatized jails are not the only answer, 
nor do private-jail developers need to be afforded a carte blan~ 
che to the correctional system in our state. Indeed, public 
control of all jails is still crucial, as is training, certification and 
accountability. 

But all ot these concerns can be and have been addressed in 
the legislation proposed. 

We believe privatized jails in Michigan are one answer to the 
prison-overcrowding problem. True, private jails will require 
support, control and cooperation between the public and pri- 
vate sectors. 

And, we believe, even officials from the sheriff’s department 
can learn to display such cooperation if private jails prompt an 
answer to the jail-overcrowding problem they have so often 
complained about.

I can’t believe, after all of the 
sales pitches we heard from Dr 
(William) Bedell, that he was 
not aware that the Romulus 
school district would still be 
$600,000 in the red. 

Many individuals worked 
hard and passed along the in- 
formation to friends, relatives 
and neighbors to get these 
issues passes. We were in- 
formed that the schools would 
remain status quo. 

The transfer of monies would 
give the district enough money 
to slay above ground for at least 
the next couple of years. There 
were never any promises about 
new programs, but everything 
would remain the same. 

As of Feb. 1: 

• The community is still in the 
red by $350,000; 

• One instrumental teacher 
has been laid off ; 

• Hayti school will close; 

• Between 50 and 60 teachers 
will be "pink slipped;’’ 

• Classroom sizes will in- 
crease to 33 students in kinder- 
garten through second grade. 35 
students for the remaining 
grades; and

• There is no telling how many 
custodians, secretaries, school- 
bus drivers and paraprofession- 
als will be laid off.

CANCER RESEARCH 

PROVIDES 

NEW HOPE 

By Joseph Won, M.D, 

New tools for fighting cancer have 
been found through recent scientific 
research. 

The focus of much of this research 
is the cancer-fighting capabilities of 
the human immune system. Using the 
body's own defense system to treat 
cancer opens new, hopeful 
approaches in the field of oncology. 

Clinical use of this technique is still 
limited, but there has been some 
success. For example, treatment with 
the protein Interferon has been 
effective in achieving remission for 
patients with some forms of leukemia. 

TOOLS TO FIGHT CANCER 

The main tools in the fight against 
cancer are still chemotherapy (drugs), 
radiation therapy, and surgery. Recent 
research has led to more effective 
forms of these treatments. 

Both chemotherapy and radiation 
may present problems because the 
therapy itself may harm normal, life- 
sustaining cells, including those 
needed to fight infection. Research 
into the mechanisms of chemotherapy 
has revealed that many of these 
harmful side effects can be avoided. 


NEW TREATMENTS 

We now know that combining 
certain drugs used in therapy 
enhances their effectiveness. Cancer 
of the testicles can often be cured 
now, even if the cancer has spread to 
other parts of the body. Various 
forms of childhood cancers can also 
be effectively treated in this way. 

Another new treatment involves 
bone marrow transplantation. Bone 
marrow from the patient, or 
matching marrow from a sibling, is 
removed and stored before chemical 
and radiation therapy is administered. 
Following the therapy, the healthy 
marrow' is transplanted back to the 
patient. This method shows promise 
for the treatment of acute and 
chronic leukemias, as well as cancer 
of the lymph gland. 

While great strides have made 
oncologists optimistic about the 
future, prevention and early detection 
of cancer cannot be overemphasized. 
Regular visits to your physician 
remain your best tool in the fight 
against cancer.

Women body builders gain strength

Although women have gained respect in many areas formerly consi- 
dered to be male territory - business, polities, the military - only now are 
people beginning to accept women as body builders. 

A health craze attracted thousands of people to the gyms . . . and 
women were among them. 

Now, many of these women are leaving the aerobics classes and turn- 
ing to bench presses as a way of life. 

'■ft’s the only sport where you can really change your body," said 
Kathy Sprengel, a local body builder. 

Sprengel has been working with weights for more than four years, She 
is not bursting with muscles, but she is well-toned. 

"I have much more self-confidence now, more energy,” she explained. 

But Sprengel is not an exception. Women have become regular custom- 
ers at several local gyms and health clubs. Once such gym is Jay’s Gym, 
in Taylor, 

"Some of the women that come in here are more serious than the 
men," said Joe Atherton, owner. 

Nevertheless, the stereotypical image of a "pumped-up” woman still 
scares many women away, Atherton said. 

One local gym owner constantly tries to help women overcome that 
fear. 

"I don’t think any woman should feel afraid to lift weights," said Elis- 
sia McQuiston, whose husband is part-owner of the World Gym, in Can- 
ton Township. 

McQuiston has been working for seven years to keep physically and 
mentally toned. 

"Not that many women come in because they're intimidated. There’s a 
stereotype. They think they’ll come in and start budding muscle right 
away," McQuiston said. 

Lifting weights produces gradual results, like any other sport, McQuis- 
ton explained. The types of exercises performed and the frequency of 
workouts affect the results. 

Along with negative misconceptions, the reported use of steroids 
among body builders - male and female - has also damaged the image 
of gyms and weightlifting as a form of exercise. 

"I wish they would do away with steroids,” Sprengel said. 

Competitive body builders are the most likely candidates for steroid 
use. Atherton said. 

"It's a competitive world of drugs . . . who can get the most pumped 
up off what they use." Atherton said. 

Steroids, however, are not necessary to achieve positive results from 
lifting weights, most experts agree. 

“As long as they set their mind to it, women can do as much as men 
can do,” Atherton explained. 

And, for those serious about body building, exercise can become as 
addicting as any drug, McQuiston said. 

"You see yourself taking on a different kind of attitude. You want to 
see yourself improve,” she said. 

For those beginning to lift weights, most experts urge a slow start. 

"You're using muscles you've never used before. You really need 
someone to help you start out. There are so many machines,” McQuiston 
said. 

Weight training is most beneficial when practiced with other forms of 
exercise, McQuiston said. Regular aerobic workouts, such as running or 
swimming, make the heart work more efficiently. 

And the cost? 

While many forms of exercise cost nothing at all, lifting weights might 
put a slight dent in the wallet. Annual local gym memberships average 
between $130 and $300.

For $7, this 
dessert could be served to a par- 
ty of six. Well, if they didn't eat 
too much, that is. And anyone 
who has ever rolled a straw ber- 
... ry in brown sugar and then dip-

£ to the fact that it’s impossible to 
JS stop at one, or two, or three of 
these delicacies for that matter. 

Another treat featured on res- 
taurant menus is strawberries 
>, stuffed with cream cheese fill- 
;? ing. This, too, is a matter of mix- 
ing cream cheese and sour 
cream with powdered sugar 
■_ and then slicing a berry and 
placing the filling between the 
►3 slices and reconstructing the 
: : fruit. Simple, eh? Then why are 
: - some of these places charging 
S5 for four or five of them on a 
> plate with a paper doily be- 
neath? Perhaps paper doilies 
are more expensive than they 
used to be. 

At any rate, some of the most 
wonderful desserts in the world 
are just this simple. Perhaps 
the secret is making them 
appear to be difficult and 
; troublesome while never re- 
' vealing the ease with which they 
' are created, not to mention the 
minimal expense. 

A favorite of mine which 
actually does require a little 
preparation is this lemon crea- 


tion. There are several recipes 
for these lemony bars, but this 
one is quick and very easy.

; 'For the crust: 

2 cups all-purpose flour 
1/2 cup powdered sugar 

1 cup butter, softened 

For the filling: 

4 eggs, slightly beaten 

2 cups sugar 
1/4 cup flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 
1/4 cup lemon juice 


For the glaze: 

1 cup powdered sugar 

2 to 3 tablespoons powdered 

sugar 

Heat oven to 350 degrees. 
Lightly spoon flour into measur- 
ing cup and level off. In large 
bowl, combine all crust ingre- 
dients at low speed until crum- 
bly. Press mixture evenly in 
bottom of ungreased l3-by-9- 
inch pan. Bake at 350 degrees 
for 20 to 30 minutes or until light 
golden brown. In large bowl, 
combine eggs, sugar 1/1 cup 
flour and baking powder and 
blend well. Sfir in 1/4 cup lemon 
juice.

Westland cook seals 
in berry good taste

It wasn't long after Tammy Baugh 
went “berry picking' 1 for the first 
time that she was experimenting with 
canning and developing her own gour- 
met jams. 

The Westland resident is originally 
from Texas and fell in love with the 
“U-pick' f fields and orchards in 
Michigan, She soon became hooked 
on the busy routine of picking and ex- 
perimenting with jams in the kitchen. 
Now, her creations are top sellers at 
area art shows and festivals. 

Baugh is proud of the success she 
has achieved with her jams, 

“Everything I use is natural/’ she 
explained. 

Baugh avoids preservatives and 
artificial colorings. Because she liter- 
ally picks herown ingredients, Baugh 
knows when the ideal time is to can 
her fruit. 

“I’m not afraid to experiment/' 
Baugh said. 

Her spicy grape jam and peach- 
cantaloupe preserves are evidence of 
that. Baugh also recommends crea- 
tive uses for jams, such as toppings 
for cheesecakes and fruit flans. 

Baugh has been experimenting in 
the kitchen since she was 6 years old. 

“1 guess I’ve been in the kitchen as 
long as I can remember / ' Baugh said. 

Baugh enjoys the challenge of cook- 
ing and the relaxation it provides. 

“ft helps to relax me/ 1 Baugh said. 
“I can get in the kitchen, and I’m just 
fine/* 

In addition to her line of gourmet 
jams, Baugh displays her culinary 
skills as a baker for Chuck Muer’s 
Charley’s restaurant, in Wayne, and 
as a part-time caterer. 

She is also writing a cookbook. She 
has been working on the project for 
four years. She believes an additional 
year is needed before the book is com- 
pleted. 

“They're fairly simple recipes . . . 
to give them a little confidence in 
themselves/ 1 she said. 

All of the recipes will be the result of 
Baugh's experiments in the kitchen. 

To order jam from Baugh, call 728- 
2940. She also makes gourmet barbe- 
cue sauces and spicy relishes. 

For those who want to try making 


recipes on their own, Baugh has pro- 
vided some of her favorite recipes be- 
low. She reminds cooks to wash jars 
and lids with warm, soapy water be- 
fore canning. 

Spicy grape jam 

2 quarts fresh Concord grapes 
6 cups sugar 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1/4 teaspoon allspice 
18 teaspoon lemon zest 

1 pouch Certo 

Separate grape pulp from skins and 
cook skins gently for 15 minutes. Add 
just enough water to prevent sticking. 
Cook the pulp without water until soft. 
Push pulp through a food mill to remove 
any seeds. Combine pulp with 1 quart of 
skins and add sugar. Bring to a boil and 
cook for 10 minutes, stirring occasional- 
ly. Remove mixture from heal and add 
spices and Certo. Fill hot, sterilized jars 
within 1/4 of an inch to the lip. Wipe rims 
clean to ensure proper sealing. Attach 
lids and bands tightly. Process in boiling 
water bath 10 minutes. Yields ? 1/2 pints. 

Raspberry-peach jam 

3 cups sliced peaches 

2 1/2 cups red raspberries 
2 1/2 cups sugar 

1 teaspoon lemon juice 
1/4 teaspoon almond extract 
1/4 teaspoon ground ginger 
1 pouch Certo 

Peel and slice peaches. Place peaches 
and sugar in a large, non-reactive jam 
pot. Bring mixture to slow boil (stirring 
to prevent sticking). Add raspberries. 
Cook about 10 to 15 minutes on low heat. 
Mixture should barely simmer. Remove 
mixture from heat and add almond ex- 
tract, ground ginger and Certo, Skin the 
jam and fill hot, sterilized jars within 1/4 
inch of the lip Wipe rims clean, attach 
Lids and bands tightly. Process with boil- 
ing water bath for 10 minutes. Yields 6 
1/2 pints. 


Peach cantaloupe conserve 

3 cups sliced peaches 

3 cups chopped cantaloupe 

4 cups sugar 

3 tablespoons lemon Juice 
1/4 cup slivered almonds 
1/4 teaspoon lemon zest 


1/4 teaspoon orange zest 
1/4 teaspoon vanilla 

Peel and slice peaches and canta- 
loupe. Place in a large, non-reactive pot 
and bring mixture to boil. Add sugar and 
lemon juice. Return to a full boil, stirring 
constantly to prevent sticking. Cook 
mixture 10 to 15 minutes. Add remaining 
ingredients and boil until mixture sheets 
off of a spoon. Skim off foam, if any, and 
pour into hot, sterilized jars. Leave 1/4 
inch space on top. Wipe rims clean, 
attach lids and bands tightly . Process in 
boiling water 10 minutes. Yields 4 to 5 1 / 2 
pints. 

Apple butter 

30 medium apples, cored and quar- 
tered 

1/2 gallon fresh apple cider 
3 to 4 cups sugar 
2 teaspoons ground cinnamon 
1/2 teaspoon cloves 
1/2 teaspoon lemon rind 
1/2 teaspoon lemon juice

Boil 
hard for 2 minutes and add lemon juice, 
rind, vanilla and Certo.

Gracia and Syer, who had an 84 foot* 11 inch total. 

Huron came back in the long jump and won with Janet 
Hughes* Tracy Nagy and Patti Prentice who produced a 42 foot , 7 
total. Then, in the high jump competition, the Chiefs had the 
winning trio with Lindsey Wend el, Ladonne Glasgow and Nagy* 
who had a combined total of 15 foot. 

The champs went on to win the high-hurdle event with Jenn 
Gracia who posted the winning time of 17.4. They also won the 
final event - the mile relay - with a foursome of Brandy Mink* 
Glasgow, Wendel* and Nagy, who finished in 4:25.5* 

Belleville received a sterling effort out of its distance runner 
Valentine Stumpf , who covered the one mile in a fast 5 : 40 for her 
gold. The Tiger 880-relay team, made up of Marcy Griffin, Vetra 
Chandler, Lawanda Smith and Tanessa Rice, found gold at the 
end of their performance and the 440-yard Tiger lineup of Tiffany 
Eaton* Rice, Griffin and Smith also was first (54.7). 

In dual meet competition last week, Huron stretched its 
winning streak to three at the expense of Monroe St. Mary’s 
and Grosse lie. 

The defending conference champs buried St, Mary's 88-33, 
while turning back the Islanders 79-49. 

Again, the Chiefs ruled the field events as Hall chalked up 
victories in the shot put (34'3“) and discus (88*9 ! ); Hughes 
posted a personal best in winning the long jump (16*1 ); and 
Wendel won the high jump (5’2”).
